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THE  TEAM  ’ 

To  many  persons  on  the  Wisconsin 
scene  the  exhibit  magic  of  Daisy 
and  Virgil  Jackson  has  been 
around  as  long  as  memory  serves, 
but  then,  all  stories  must  have 
a beginning. 

Virgil  Jackson  was  born  and  rai- 
sed in  Beaver  Dam,  Wisconsin  and 
graduated  from  Beaver  Dam  High 
School  in  1924,  Enrolled  in  Mar- 
quette University  for  two  years, 
Virgil  then  entered  the  United 
States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers 
at  Fort  Lewis,  Washington  where 
he  served  as  a photo  topographer 
during  the  second  aerial  survey 
of  the  United  States.  After  his 
tour  of  service  Virgil  returned 
to  Beaver  Dam  to  work  for  Jack- 
son  Auto  Supply,  a firm  operated 
by  his  father.  After  nine  years 
at  Jackson  Auto,  Virgil  entered 
the  postal  service,  first  as  a 
relief  man  and  then  as  a letter 
carrier,  Daisy  and  Virgil  were 
classmates  in  high  school  for 
four  years  but  it  wasn't  until 
the  tenth  senior  class  reunion 
that  their  courtship  began. 


Arrival  of  World  War  II  found  newly 
married  Daisy  and  Virgil  Jackson 
just  settling  into  a new  home  in 
Beaver  Dam.  On  August  22,  1942 
Virgil  again  returned  to  the  ser- 
vice of  the  nation.  This  draftee 
tour  of  duty  covered  a total  of  38 
months  of  which  20  months  was  ser- 
ved with  the  famous  Flying  Tigers 
(14th  Air  Force)  in  China, 

It  was  during  this  service  in  China 
that  Virgil  became  interested  in  nu- 
mismatics, China  was  in  the  turmoil 
of  internal  war  and  inflation  was 
rampant.  Monetary  issues  changed  as 
frequently  as  once  a week  to  combat 
counterfeiting.  This  led  to  many 
varied  and  attractive  issues  and 
Virgil,  the  soldier,  gathered  and 
picked  up  an  issue  of  each  as  sou- 
venirs, As  this  "in  hand"  collec- 
tion grew,  so  did  numismatic  inte- 
rest. Soon  Virgil  was  visiting  the 
"thieves'  market"  in  search  of  not 
only  paper  money  but  coins  as  well. 
Silver  shops  were  also  collector 
points  for  Chinese  and  French  coins, 
as  well  as  the  |10  Chinese  National  | 
paper  notes  that  made  up  the  initial 
collection.  Of  the  many  China  Burma  i 
recollections,  one  instance  must  be 
retold,  Virgil's  truck  convoy  was  ' 
broken  down  and  only  an  ambulance 
and  one  6x6  truck  filled  with 
barrels  of  gasoline  remained  behind.  [ 
The  hills  were  filled  with  bandits  'i 
and  the  nearby  town  as  well.  The 
aprehensive  G.I.'s  withdrew  as  far 
as  possible  from  the  trucks  to 
avoid  a fire  fight  if  possible.  In 
this  process  Virgil  sat  down  to 
watch  a "friendly"  Ma  Jong  game 
among  the  members  of  the  bandit  , 

force.  As  the  game  progressed,  one 
of  the  players  threw  into  the  game 
a Chinese  National  $10  bill  that 
Virgil  didn't  have  in  his  collec- 
tion, With  some  misgivings, Virgil 
reached  into  the  pot  and  replaced 
the  bill  in  the  game  with  a diff- 
erent "C.N,"  note.  There  was  a 
tense  moment,  then  the  bandit

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Leader  okayed  the  transaction  and 
the  game  resumed.  These  Chinese 
National  Notes  had  only  a minimal 
•7alue  as  inflation  In  China  was 
far  more  severe  than  even  our  pre- 
sent national  state. 

>When  the  war  ended  Virgil  returned 
to  the  postal  service  and  through 
this  employment  made  contact  with 
Local  numismatics.  On  the  rural 
nail  route  served  by  Virgil  lived 
the  veteran  collector  Ed  Kellom 
l(NOW  #150).  Ed  always  "kidded" 
'Virgil  that  his  copies  of  NUMIS- 
■'^ATIC  NEWS  had  been  read  before 
;ne  got  them.  These  two  men  in 
'L958  were  among  the  founders  of 
what  is  now  one  of  our  state's 
^nost  active  clubs,  Beaver  Dam 
Coin  Club. 

Virgil  began  to  build  U.S.  coin 
sets  and  in  about  two  years  Daisy 
.'joined  him  in  the  hobby.  Oddly 
.enough,  it  was  Daisy  who  made  the 
'initial  exhibits  and  won  the  first 
esxhibit  awards,  A visit  to  the 
ccentral  states  show  in  Kansas  City 
^ave  Daisy  the  urge  to  create  ex- 
raibits  and  Virgil  later  became  in- 
tberested  after  viewing  displays  in 
hHutchinson,  Kansas.  The  first  tro- 
pphy  v/as  won  by  Virgil  at  the  Madi- 
£Son,  Wisconsin  Show  in  I960  (First 
fPlace).  The  first  best  of  shov/  by 
IDaisy  in  1964  at  Beaver  Dam.  The 
V/^isconsin  competition  was  tough  at 
tthis  time  with  the  late  Ray  Lietz 
and  past  N.O.W.  President,  Bob 
I-Brannigan,  providing  the  most  cha- 
lllenge.  The  big  exhibits  of  the 
11969-70  era  were  bom  in  1965  on  a 
trip  to  Texas.  Daisy  had  an  exhibit 
^and  Virgil  a few  pieces  of  error 
.paper  money.  These  few  pieces  of 
terror  paper  soon  grew  into  a main 
'-interest  for  Virgil.  Shortly  af- 
ter, at  the  Corpus  Chris tl  Show, 
IDaisy  entered  her  fine  award-win- 
ming  Canadian  exhibit  and  Virgil 
Ibought  up  a couple  16  x 20  picture 
fframes  and  burlap  to  begin  assemb- 
-ling  his  error  paper  money.  Daisy 
won  best  of  show  and  though  Virgil 
didn't  place,  he  was  now  on  the 
Ifast  road  to  exhibit  excellence. 
And  so  exhibiting  became  just  as 
'important  as  collecting  to  "The 
Team. " 


Between  Daisy  ,and  Virgil  membership 
in  coin  clubs  and  numismatic  socie- 
ties comes  naturally,  some  member- 
ships evolving  in  the  out-of-state 
areas  in  which  they  display.  These 
would  include  Liberty  Coin  Club, 
Corpus  Christ 1,  Texas;  Nebraska  Nu- 
mismatic Association,  Iowa  Numisma- 
tic Association,  Texas  Numismatic 
Association,  as  well  as  A.N.A,, 
Madison  and  Beaver  Dam  Coin  Clubs, 

Odd  and  Curious  Society,  Society 
of  Paper  Money  Collectors , Central 
States,  and  of  course  N.O.V/.  Of 
the  outstanding  and  memorable 
awards  won  by  the  team,  Virgil 
tells  this  story: 

"Having  spent  the  winter  in  Texas 
in  1968,  we  were  on  our  way  home 
looking  for  a place  to  exhibit  a- 
long  the  way.  Daisy  held  member- 
ship in  the  lovm  Numismatic  Asso- 
ciation but  we  stopped  in  G-rand 
Island,  Nebraska  and  set  up  our 
exhibits  for  the  Sunday  after 
Easter.  Not  being  a native  of 
Nebraska,  I was  told  I was  in- 
eligible for  the  best  of  shov/ 
award  but  was  allov/ed  to  compete 
for  all  other  awards.  After  church 
we  returned  to  the  show  to  find 
our  exhibits  covered  with  huge 
trophies.  Daisy  had  a first  place, 

I had  won  the  best  of  show  award, 
my  paper  money  a first  place,  and 
the  Jersey  Guernsey  display  won 
the  "Harold  'Wilkenson  Memorial" 
award  as  the  most  educational  ex- 
hibit, I had  been  told  in  error 
that  I had  to  live  in  Nebraska  to 
compete  for  best  of  show." 

The  most  productive  exhibit  produced 
by  the  Jackson  team  is  this  very  sane 
Jersey  and  Guernsey  display.  It  has 
won  14  different  best  of  show  honors 
and  oddly  enough,  started  as  the  pur- 
chase of  a single  proof  set  in  1967. 
Shortly  afterward,  Virgil  purchased 
a $1,00  book  on  the  Channel  Islands 
and,  interested,  began  to  study  the 
history  in  depth.  As  the  study  pro- 
gressed on  the  little  Channel  Is- 
lands, Virgil  developed  a type  set 
of  coins,  frequently  sending  direc- 
tly to  England,  Jersey,  and  Guernsey. 
The  first  unveiling  of  the  productive 
display  was  made  at  Fond  du  Lac's 
Fall  Show  of  1968  and  the  "rou^" 


display  had  no  success.  Hard  work 
and  polishing  made  the  Jersey 
Guernsey  ready  for  the  Houston, 
Texas  Show  where  it  was  a big  hit. 
It  has  won  consistently  since  that 
time  and  is  considered  by  Virgil 
to  be  his  top  effort.  In  the  Feb- 
ruary issue  of  N.O.W.  News  for 
1969  a picture  shows  the  Jackson 
trophy  case.  This  case  is  cover- 
ing a hallway  five  feet  by  six 
feet,  with  six  shelves  plus  two 
walls  filled  with  award  plaques. 

In  the  period  of  I960  to  1970  the 
team  has  amassed  a total  of  113 
trophies  and  until  recently  Daisy 
led  in  number  of  best  of  show 
awards . 

Included  in  the  trophies  are  Honor 
Scrolls,  Educational  Awards,  Court 
of  Honor,  Lamp  of  Knowledge  Awards, 
and  even  a "Funny  Money"  award  from 
Madison,  Wisconsin  (presented  by 
Mazomanie’s  Jokester  Ron  Calkins;. 
The  Jacksons  view  the  many  awards 
with  happy  satisfaction  and  justi- 
fiable pride.  In  addition  to  dis- 
play expertise,  Virgil  has  been 
active  in  numismatics  at  the  state 
and  national  levels.  He  has  been 
guest  speaker  at  many  state  func- 
tions and  has  lectured  and  showed 
slide  presentations  in  Texas  as 
well.  He  has  been  cited  for  his 
A.N.A.  lecture  appearance  in  Beau- 
mont, Texas.  Virgil  has  served  on 
the  N.O.W.  Board  of  Governors  for 
the  past  five  years  and  his  atten- 
dance at  all  meetings  is  a mark 
for  everyone  to  shoot  at. 

In  collecting,  the  Jackson  U.S. 
Series  have  long  ago  been  closed 
and  vaulted  at  the  bank  with  for- 
eign series  (specialties)  now  the 
most  concern,  especially  the  "be- 
ginning and  end"  type  (111.:  Isle 
of  Man;. 

Exhibitor  success,  90^  hard  work, 
and  it  almost  calls  for  a "team" 
to  create  success.  Virgil  gives 
Daisy  the  lion’s  share  of  the 
credit  for  his  success.  Especially 
her  constructive  criticism,  ideas 
and  approaches,  and  the  ever  pre- 
sent typewriter. 


Where  do  you  go  from  the  top  in 
exhibit  excellence?  The  Wausau 
N.O.W.  Show  will  mark  the  end  of 
the  Jackson  exhibit  trail  for  a 
while  (perhaps  a couple  of  years 
as  Virgil  says)  but  already  new, 
exciting  ideas  have  been  mention- 
ed ; Wisconsin  will  waiti 

In  the  meantime  Daisy  and  Virgil 
Jackson  will  be  busy;  a trip  into 
Ohio  in  1971,  work  on  broken  bank 
note  research,  club  activities, 
and,  of  course,  the  continuing 
Job  of  polishing  all  of  those 
lovely  trophies.

(Where  different  die  varieties,  mint  errors,  over-dates, 
or  oddities  exist  for  a given  year  . . . such  as  the  I960  small  and  large  date  USA 
cents  . . . such  differences  are  not  needed  to  be  shown  in  order  for  the  display  to 
be  complete.  However,  exhibitor  may  include  them  if  he  wishes.) 

IV.  CONDITION  ( Total  pcs sible  points,  10)  Score 

Except  where  numismatic  material  may  exist  only  in  certain  lower  grades,  in  order 
to  attain  total  possible  points  for  CONDITION  the  material  exhibited  should  be  the 
best  that  is  obtainable.  (A  "proof"  coin  represents  a method  of  manufacture  dif- 
ferent than  that  of  regular  coinage.  Thus  a "proof"  is  not  a grade  of  condition, 
but  rather  is  a degree  of  rarity.  The  condition  of  a "proof"  is  to  be  judged  as 
you'd  judge  the  condition  of  regular  coinage  ...  a brilliant  proof,  as  far  as  its 
condition,  is  the  same  as  a brilliant,  uncirculated,  regular  coin.) 

Material  of  the  1800's  and  1900's  should  be  at  least  in  EXTREMELY  FINE  condition. 

I600's  " 1700's  " " " " " VERY  FINE 

" " " years  prior  to  1600AD  should  be  easily  recognizable.  It  should  be 

taken  into  consideration  that  coins  prior  to  1 600  AD  were  not  always  struck  sharply 
and  evenly.  Material  prior  to  1600 AD  may  have  a great  deal  of  detail  missing,  but 
all  devices  should  be  outlined,  the  letters  may  be  faint  but,  on  the  whole,  readable. 


V.  MATERIAL  EXHIBITED  ( Total  possible  points  , 5 ) Score 

Does  the  material  exhibited  possess  a distinctiveness  in  its  purpose,  as  opposed  to 
the  ordinary,  run-of-the-mill  type  of  material  ? (For  example,  a display  of  coins 
which  had  been  used  as  legal  tender  in  countries  foreign  to  the  issuing  state  would 
be  more  distinctive  than  a USA  gold  20th  century  type  set.) 

FOR  JUDGES  : It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  exhibitor  to  point  out  any  omissions 

or  the  substitution  of  restrikes,  etc.  , for  the  real  materials.
